LONDON, Thursday, July X. 
(Ab — Sir Samuel Hoare. foreign 
secretary, announced In the houm 
of commons today that the Britlah 
government will not for the pres¬ 
ent grant licenses for the exportae 
tion of arms from Great Britain 
to either Italy or Ethiopia. 

He said that the transit across 
British territory of arms destined 
for Ethiopia would be permitted, 
however. 

Seeking Peace 

“The government,’’ said Sir 
Samuel, “is doing it* best to mak* 
possible the peaceful outcome at 
the present unhappy dispute and 
would not wish to do anything 
which might prejudice the situa¬ 
tion. so it will therefore, for the 
present, not issue licenses for tha 
export of arms from this country 
either to Italy or Ethiopia.” 

In reply to a question by 
George Lanshury, leader of tile 
labor opposition. Sir Samuel 
said treaty obligations necessi¬ 
tated permission for the ship¬ 
ment of arms into Ethiopia 
through British territory If re¬ 
quested. 

Said the foreign secretary: “Tha 
transit of arms destined for the 
government of Ethiopia acroaa 
British territory or Britiah-pro- 
tected territory adjacent to Ethi¬ 
opia will be permitted in accord, 
ance with article 9 of the treaty 
of 1930. 

No Plans For League 
“The French government, I 
understand, interprets its ob¬ 
ligation under the treaty In the 
same manner."

Political police dissolved the 
Steel Helmet units In western 
Necklenburg, at Parrhlm, Lud- 
wlgslust and Waren on the 
ground of subversive activity. 

The attack on the foreign press 
took the form mainly of pointing 
out that other nations had their 
own riots, lynchings and such dis¬ 
orders and that therefore there 
was no cause for them to get 
unduly excited over disorders in 
Germany. 

The Nazi party again at Baden, 
“Fuehrer," demanded Catholic 
newspapers be eliminated, as part 
of the Nazi drive against "politi¬ 
cal Catholicism." 

Last April 25, Amann published 
an edict giving newspapers three 
months to show they agreed with 
Nazi party principles. That time 
now has expired.

The tentative measure would 
put heavier taxes on all individual 
incomes over .$150,000, inheritances 
over $50,000 left to close of kin, 
the profits that a corporation 
makes above 8 or 10 per cent on its 
capital, and on corporation income. 

Victory for Roosevelt 
The tentative decision to include 
the last, if it is not overthrown 
subsequently, is a pertiol victory 
for the President. 

He proposed the present flat 
13 J , per cent tax on all corpor¬ 
ation income Is- replaced with a 
graduated levy ranging from 
10% to 16%. 

Chairman Doughton, democrat, 
North Carolina, of the committee 
asserted the range "probably will 
be much narrower than that— 
maybe from 13’, to 141*.” 

The inheritance tax rates would 
begin at 4 per cent on the first 
$10,000 above an exemption and 
reach 75 per cent of that part of 
an inheritance over $10,000,000. 

75 Per Cent Maximum 
The individual income tax plan 
would raise from 53 to 54 per cent 
the present surtax on individual 
incomes. The maximum rate on in¬ 
come over $10,000,000 would be 75 
per cent against the present 59. 

To all those rates must be added 
the existing “normal" tax of 4 per 
cent which applies to the first 
$4000 of every taxable income.

With 23,000 bags less of lima 
beans and baby limas on hand to¬ 
day than on July 1 last year, and 
with only a normal crop antici¬ 
pated for this season, Orange 
county bean farmers today were 
looking ahead to a steady and 
probably rising market for this 
season's production. The same 
condition prevails with respect to 
blackeye beans, of which there are 
only 79,000 bags on hand as com¬ 
pared to 186,550 last year. 

Although it is estimated there 
is a slightly larger acreage of 
beans this year, it is believed 
that the recent hot spell will re-

Orange county's tax delinquency 
for the past fiscal year was 9.33 
per cent as compared with a de¬ 
linquency of 12.18 per cent .for 
1933-34, Tax Collector John ^u.,nb 
announced today. 

In arriving at the percentage of 
delinquency for 1934-35. Mr Lamb 
said collections by both the tax 
collector and assessor, represent¬ 
ing personal property, real estate, 
improvements, trees and every¬ 
thing assessable, were taken into 
consideration. 

The total amount charged to 
the tax collector and assessor for 
collection the past year was 
$4,468,132.64. The total delin¬ 
quency amounted to $416.855 32 
Last year the total charge was 
$4,654,124 and the delinquency 
$566,929. 

A considerable portion of the 
delinquency, said Mr. Lamb, is on 
oil lots and property overbur¬ 
dened with improvement assess¬ 
ments. In pre-depression days, he 
said, and before the advent of the 
oil lot and over-improvement of 
property, the average tax delin¬ 
quency was 5 per cent. 

"I believe that the account be¬ 
tween the people and the county,” 
Mr. Lamb said, "is in better con¬ 
dition than the accounts of any 
firm or institution."

The type of muscle cramp ex¬ 
perienced during sleep differs 
from the cramp which one may 
suffer while swimming. The lat¬ 
ter are thought to be due to ef¬ 
fects of the cold water on blood 
circulation. 

The treatment for muscle cramp 
in sleep (the cramps usually last¬ 
ing only about a minute), is fric¬ 
tion and kneading. It is advised 
that a forceful attempt should be 
made to stretch or extend the 
muscles affected by the cramp. 

Some forms of muscle cramp do 
not yield readily to this treatment, 
and it is suggested that in such 
instances the cramps are really a 
form of tetany, a disease marked 
by muscular spasms, and that the 
proper treatment is the increased 
in-take of calcium. 

The calcium may be taken in 
the form of milk, cheese, lettuce, 
or may be taken medicinally. In 
the latter form it should be pre¬ 
scribed by a physician.

Muscle Cramps In Sleep 

To be seized while asleep, or 
more particularly in the early 
morning when one is half-awake, 
by a painful cramp in the calf 
of the leg is no pleasant expe¬ 
rience. 

Such muscle cramps are diffi¬ 
cult to account for. It is thought 
that either a misdirected nerve 
impulse or a discordinate response 
to a nerve impulse directed to the 
muscle, is responsible for the 
seizure. 

To appreciate the meaning of 
the above, we must recall that 
practically all muscles work 
against so - called antagonist 
muscles. 

If a muscle contracts, drawing 
upon some lever, another set of 
muscles ordinarily must relax or 
yield. If the antagonists do not 
offer the correct amount of re¬ 
sistance, the impulse may have an 
exaggerated effect, and a cramp¬ 
ing of the contracting muscle may 
result.

Lusitania Treasure 
Hunters Expect to 
Discover Millions 


NEW YORK, Thursday, July 
25. i.TV-nierr will be a birth¬ 
day party at Governor's Island 
Sunday. The cake will he a 
hale of hay adorned with 2S 
carrots to designate the age of 
the guest of honor. Bill. 

Bill is an army polo pony of 
long and brilliant service. 

Lieutenant Harry C u 11 i n s 
guided Bill through his early 
training as a polo pony at San 
Antonio, Tex., and then left him 
in 1929 to come to Governor’s 
Island. 

Three years later Bill was 
transferred to the same place. 
Culling was watching a polo 
game. He felt a sharp thrust 
in his hack and went sprawl¬ 
ing on his face. 

Behind him stood Bill. 


(Special to the Journal) 

How great is the treasure buried 
in the wrecked hulk of the Lusi¬ 
tania. lying off the southern coast 
of Ireland where it was sunk 20 
years ago? No one will ever know 
certainly until the salvage ship 
Orphir sends its report some time 
this summer. The Lusitania car¬ 
ried 1257 passengers. Many of 
them were extremely wealthy per¬ 
sons; all were travelers to a far 
and war-torn country. The more 
affluent carried with them expen¬ 
sive jewelry and large funds of 
rash; the poorest probably carried 
several hundred dollars each. 
Nearly all of them, adopting the 
common precaution taken by trav¬ 
elers on transoceanic floating ci¬ 
ties, checked their valuables with 
the ship’s purser. 

May Be 15 Millions 

The purser's safe, then, lying 
somewhere under 70 fathoms of 
water, must contain a fortune es¬ 
timated at several million dollars 
in cash and valuables But per¬ 
sistently, the estimate of the Lusi¬ 
tania's total treasure-trove — in¬ 
cluding the rest of the cargo as 
well as the purser's safe - climbs 
higher and higher. 

It has ranged as high as 15 
million dollars. 

This is an almost impossible fig¬ 
ure for the contents of the purser’s 
safe alone. Why then does the tale 
of vast treasure in the Lusitania 
appear again and again? 

The circumstances of the Lusi¬ 
tania’s sinking were mysterious. 
Chief of the mysteries was the 
secret of its cargo. The Germans 
repeatedly asserted that she was 
carrying war supplies—munitions, 
money, and the like—for Ger¬ 
many's enemies. 

20-Ycar-Old Secret 

Amazingly little information 
about the Lusitania's cargo has 
ever been divulged. The accounts 
given by passengers and surviving 
officers have been fragmentary. 
The true story is a 20-year-old 
secret of the British Admiralty. 

Capt. Russell, leader of the Or¬ 


phir salvage expedition, bases his 
expectation of even greater treas¬ 
ure than so far has been suspected 
upon private conferences with 
British authorities who should 
know the facts. 

A conservative guess would 
place the treasure at at least six 
million dollars But if the per¬ 
sistent rumors have a foundation 
in truth, the value of the salvage 
drawn up by the Orphir's groping 
irons may exceed the maximum 
estimate of 15 million dollars. 

The Lusitania's passenger list 
carried the names of many wealthy 
and distinguished people, all of 
whom had personal valuables of 
great wealth Alfred Gwynne Van¬ 
derbilt. member of the millionaire 
New York family; Charles Froh- 
man, the theatrical produred; El¬ 
bert Hubbard, the writer, and 
others were among the Americans 
aboard. 

$175,000 in ( ash 

Mme. Antoine de Page, wife of 
the medical director of the Belgian 
Red Cross, had $100,000 in cash. 
Another passenger deposited $75,- 
000 with the purser. There were 
business consignments in large 
quantities The safes contained 
jewels, foreign exchange and other 
coins valued at more than five 
million dollars. The diamonds 
alone were valued at one million 
dollars, and additional items may 
well bring the total far above 
these earlier estimates. 

Many have asserted the Lusi¬ 
tania also carried a large shipment 
of gold bullion, but this has never 
been proven. 

Deep below the surface of the 
Irish waters the final answers to 
these speculations lie concealed. 
What will the excited eyes of 
divers see when once the salvage 
crew reaches the doomed ship? 

Treasure lies there in abundance, 
a secret buried cache that has 
waited 20 years for someone to 
come and wrest It from the locker 
of Davy Jones. 


ore Than 100 Attend 
Event; Leaders Laud 
'Outdoor Girl’ 


Orange county and Southern 
California citrus leaders today 
were wondering whether a last- 
minute amendment to the AAA 
bill which has passed the senate 
will hinder or help the marketing 
of their crops. The matter was 
discussed yesterday afternoon at 
a meeting of the board of direc¬ 
tors of the California Fruit Grow¬ 
ers exchange, where the general 
opinion was that the amendment 
changing regulations on signing 
up for marketing agreements will 
not affect the California-Arizona 
contract. 

Senator McAdoo's proviso re¬ 
quires that 80 per cent of the vol¬ 
ume of the citrus crop and 75 per 
cent of the producers must sign 
up for a marketing agreement be¬ 
fore it can be put into effect, said 
Farm Advisor Harold Wahlberg, 
who attended yesterday's ex¬ 
change session. 

Up To Secretary 

Under existing regulations, he 
said, it is left to the secretary of 
agriculture to determine whether 
a preponderance of the industry 
wishes to put an agreement into 
operation. If, in his judgment, 
such a preponderance exists, he 
can declare the agreement in ef¬ 
fect. 

Mr. Wahlberg said opinion at 
the exchange meeting was that it 
will not be necessary to hold a 
new referendum on the California- 
Arizona agreement, even if the 
McAdoo amendment becomes op¬ 
erative. 

Now In Conference 

The AAA bill passed by the 
senate has gone to a joint confer¬ 
ence of senate and house of repre¬ 
sentatives members. The house 
had passed the bill and the sen¬ 
ate made changes on which both 
houses must agree before the 
measure goes to the president’s 
desk for his signature. 


NANKING, China, Thursday. 
July 25. —Urgent appeals for 
relief descended on the national 
government today from thousands 
of destitute flood refugees in cen¬ 
tral and north China, facing death 
unless aid was forthcoming im¬ 
mediately. 

Governor Chang Chung of Hu¬ 
peh, hardest hit of all the Yangtze 
river provinces, reported that two 
thirds of his province or 46.000 
square miles, was affected by the 
floods. 

Plagues and banditry added 
to the woes of that province 
of 28,000,000 people. 

Although semi-official quarters 
estimated Hupeh's dead at 200,- 
000. foreign relief workers dis¬ 
counted this estimate, asserting 
this figure probably would cover 
the loss of life in the entire 
Yangtze river valley. 


LAFAYETTE, Ind., Thursday, 
July 25. < 78—A method of purify¬ 
ing smallpox vaccine of its con¬ 
taminations, something sought by 
medicine for many years with 
varying success, was announced 
at Purdue university today. 

The contaminations are respon¬ 
sible for the irritations which 
may accompany vaccination. They 
have been credited with occasion¬ 
al serious results, such as cases 
of enrephalitis, or brain irritation, 
reported in England. 

While contaminations are most¬ 
ly proteins, which are part of 
the vaccine taken from calves for 
medical use. The Purdue an¬ 
nouncement says that as much as 
85 per cent of the foreign pro¬ 
tein is removed. 

The purified stuff, it is added, 
appears to possess an immunizing 
power equal to that of the bac- 
cine in common use. It is as 
clear as water. 

The method was perfected in 
five years’ experiments by Dr. 
C. A. Behrens and F. A. Nielsen.

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PERFUME IN ORANGE COUNTY 

S H. WOODRUFF, of Dana Point, has attracted no 
e small amount of interest by his announcement that 
he and his associates are engaged in experiments which 
eventually may lead to the establishment of the perfume 
industry in a big way in Orange county. 

Like all new enterprises—radically different from 
those in which we have been engaged—Mr. Woodruff’s am¬ 
bition is received with only mild enthusiasm by his near 
neighbors. If such riches as he tells of actually exist in 
our flowers and climate, why hasn’t somebody else dis¬ 
covered the idea long before, we ask. They said that about 
Fulton's steamboat and about Edison's electric lights, but 
nobody had discovered either possibility before they did 
and that did not stop the development of either. 

Maybe Mr. Woodruff will not be the man who “cashes 
in” on the idea but somebody probably will. Meantime he 
has people thinking as the following from the Pasadena 
Star-News indicates: 

Large scale production of perfumes in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia is a natural development for a land so profuse in its 
floral growth and possibilities. It is interesting, there¬ 
fore, to know that experiments have been under way 
quietly for several years, with the purpose of launching 
such an industry in a big way. 

Coupled with this effort will be the extension of the 
cut flower business. The heavily populated Atlantic Coast 
and the Central States are looking more and more to Cali¬ 
fornia for their supplies of fresh flowers, just as they 
have looked for many decades to this Garden State to 
furnish them with fresh fruit and fresh vegetables the 
year around. 

The opportunities are so many for the enlargement 
of markets and the creation of new markets that the in¬ 
genuity and resourcefulness of man are challenged. There 
seems to be no end to the diversification of products in 
this semi-tropic region. 

By-products almost innumerable may be developed in 
this exceptional location. Fruit juices and extracts sug¬ 
gest one line of action that has not been fully exploited. 

Already millions of dollars are coming into California 
by following up such ideas. This income may be multiplied 
many times by enterprise, business management, and sci¬ 
entific preparation.

CUTTING SCHOOL COSTS 

R AY ADKINSON, county superintendent of schools, 
brought cheering news to Orange county taxpayers 
yesterday when he announced there would be a saving of 
$100,000 in the cost of operating county schools during 
the fiscal year of 1935-36. The $100,000 saving is some¬ 
thing in itself, but the best part of it all is that the school 
administration has its mind set on saving money and has 
proved it can be done, in a small way at least. 

Great credit is due the various boards of education 
for their determined effort to prune budgets to the limit 
without hampering the work of the schools. This attitude 
is in sharp contrast to that of various other boards 
throughout the state of California which, in the past, have 
apparently spent most of their time preparing excuses for 
increasing costs of school government. 

It is entirely true that education is expensive and 
becoming more so and few of us begrudge the money it 
requires. We are doubly grateful, therefore, when an ad¬ 
ministration succeeds in cutting corners in spite of the 
ever-increasing demands for additional funds.

LET’S FIND OUT FIRST 

C ONGRESS has before it a proposal that seems fairly 
reasonable and businesslike. 

If it is ratified, in the usual way, every act of con¬ 
gress would not become law until it had been submitted 
to the supreme court for an opinion on its constitution¬ 
ality. The court would have to make the decision within 
60 days. 

This delay would not do any harm. Many laws now 
do not go into effect for weeks after passage. 

The amendment would have two good effects: 

It would stop the interminable arguments that now 
follow passage of almost every law and, by casting doubt 
upon its legality, leave the public and business in doubt 
and confusion. 

It would stop the growing practice of congress of 
forcing through strange laws that every congressman 
knows won’t hold water. 

Under our system, laws must conform to a pattern. 
The pattern is the constitution. Obviously, they should 
not go into effect unless they do conform to this pattern. 

It is the high court’s job to make the decision. 

The only fair way to run the country is to make this 
decision before the law goes into effect. Otherwise, untold 
harm may be done by an unconstitutional law before it 
is killed —harm that cannot be redressed. 

Before an engineer installs a new machine, he dis¬ 
covers if it will work. Before congress installs a new law, 
it should be made to follow the same process.
